I. Claims 37-39, drawn to a method of preventing a circuit having a test 
mode entry function, classified in class 714, subclass 724. 

II. Claims 52-53, drawn to a method of protecting a test circuit from receiving 
a subsequent latching signal, classified in class 714, subclass 726. 

III. Claim 54, drawn to a method of preventing a test vector decode circuit 
from reentering a test mode, classified in class 714, subclass 724. 

2. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant cases as follows: 

a. Invention I has separate utility such as a method of preventing a circuit having 
a test mode entry function comprising initiating a test mode blocking signal after the 
circuit completes the first test mode; this is a patentably distinct feature not found in 
inventions II and III; 

b. Invention II has separate utility such as a method of protecting a test circuit 
from receiving a subsequent latching signal, this is a patentably distinct feature not 
found in inventions I and III; 

c. Invention III has separate utility such as a method of preventing a test vector 
decode circuit from re-entering a test mode comprising making a re-entry into the test 
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mode depend upon a change of an output vector of the test vector decode circuit; this is 
patentably distinct feature not found in inventions I and II.
